Increase in crime through mis- 


carriage of justice and delay in tho 
prosecution of offenders was scored 
heavily by Mrs. E. W. Johnson, 
state chairman of law observance 
before the Thursday evening ses- 
sion of the Nebraska Federation of 
Women's Clubs convention. 
"It Is common knowledge that 


there has been a great increase m 
crime during recent years, due to 
s,ome extent to the miscarriage of 
justice," Mrs. Johnson said, discuss- 
ing law observance, a new division 
of work in the federation. "There 
are too many delays In getting cu- 
fenders to trial; there are too many 
chances for them to go free before 
they face a jury—"pull" and law- 
yers' trickery are too -potent in 
keeping them from suffering any 
penalty."Survey State Courts. 


A survey of the criminal courts 


of the state, subject to approval of 
the convention, was given as the 
immediate object of this new divi- 
sion of law observance, 
together 


•with encouragement of law obser- 
vance,,^ the home. This is in line 
with the pledge of the general fed- 
eration of Women's clubs to aid in 
i educing crime, a task in which wo- 
men have an especial interest, Mrs. 
Johnson pointed out, because of the 
number of criminals under age and 
of girls. 
"The first purpose," the speaker 


said concerning the survey, "is to 
study the courts themselves by the 
aid of a simple outline of court 
procedure, 
"Know Your 
Courts". 


The second purpose is to make a 
survey of the actual output of the 
criminal courts so that we may 
acquaint ourselves and the public 
with the disposition 
of cases in 
which 
c r i m i n a l 
offenses 
are 


charged." 
The 
survey should be 
made by unbiased women in a noii- 
partlsan 
manner. 
Mrs. 
Johnson 


cautioned, the aid of lawyers being 
enlisted, when necessary, particu- 
larly where trouble is encountere hi 
gaining access to court records." 


The result of this survey, to be 
dated as of January 1926-27, will 
appear in June. "What the publi3 
really needs to know is whether 
criminals receive a sentence com- 
mensurate with the crime and how 
many of the criminals sentenced are 
actually committed to the peniten- 
tiary, 
reformatory, or 
jail 
and 


whether criminals who arc out on 
bail pending appeal 
are 
actually 


taken to prison when their convic- 
tions are affirmed." 
Judge Marcus Kavanaugh of Chi- 
cago, gave the principal address of 
the 
evening on "Why The Courts 


Fail."

r-ooking1 utensils and supplies..

good chauffeur can easly carry l=iO 
pounds and the scout will see that 
he does it 
Each scout is to have a lieav> 
great coat and a thick rug" and fold- 
msr camp-chair btiapped together in 
a bundle and will see to it person- 
ally that these are loaded, on 
the 


chauffeui. 


Each scout, in advancing1 into the 


woods, will carry his own walking 
stick and %MlI tmoke his own clgur. 
In passing through the wood"?, 


the scout is expected to recognize 
any trees that he knows, such aj> 
pine trees, lilac trees, rubber trees, 
and so forth. 
If in any doubt nf 


the nature or species of a. tree, the 
scout may tell the chauffeur to 
climb it and bee what it is. 


The scouts will also recognize and 


remarked any speciea or genera o<" 
birds that are hitting on the path 
which are fpnuliar to them, such as 
tame canaries, parrots,

cooked snips, and spring chicken.

Don Love Says 
Taxation 


Proposal Not Thorough- 


ly Studied. 


Urges Measure Be Defeated 


Now And Proposed 
Budget Submitted. 


Don L. Love has sent itie follow- 


ing: communication to The Star in 
protest against immediate approval 
of the proposals for increasing- Lin- 
coln's tax levy: 


"There are several very important 


city questions to be decided at the 
corning general election. Four of 
these relate to an increase in city 
taxation. 


"It is proposed: 
"First: To increase the nmo'unt to 


be raised for general c'ity expenses 
from $500.000 
to 
$700 000, an in- 
crease of 40 per cent annually. 


"Second: To raise during the next 


three year period about $350,000 for 
a new city jail. 
"Third: To raise during the next 


ten year period about 850,000 for 
storm sewers. 
"Fourth: To raise during: the next 


three year period about ?S5,000 for 
new fire stations. 
"Now these are all very important 


matters to be decided by the gen- 
eral electorate. How is it possibly 
for the electorate to decide such! 
questions without 
knowing 
the' 


facts? Furthermore, after they are 
pub'ished they should be generally 
discussed. 


"The decisions must.be made in 
a few days. Who knows the facts 
outside of the small city council and 
a few other city officials? 


"The council asks for $200,000. ad- 


ditional annually for general ex- 
pense: The only definite fact given 
as a basis for the increase is that 
we have annexed/"University Place 
and Bethany. Rut these villages to- 
gether heretofore i-.pent or.'y about 
$50 000 annually . on 
themselves. 


Why the additional $150,000. 


Asks For a Budget. 
"There may be plenty of reasons. 


Undoubtedly there are. Why not tell 
us plainly what the itern» are? In 
other words why not submit to the 
voters a proposed budget showing 
just what is to be done with the 
money if granted? 
- 


- There is another valid reason why 
all these proposals should be de- 
feated at the present time, namely, 
there is no reason why they should 
be submitted at the present time, 
and every reason why they should 
not be. The money can not be avail- 
able for city use until next Septem- 
ber anyway. There will be a city 
election next spring and it submit- 
ted then the money will be avail- 


able' for city use at the sumo time 
as it will be if voted now so that 
nothing can be gained by changing 
the city charter now. 


"The reasons for not 'submitting 


the question now arc.convincing. At1 
the spring election there cun be 
nothing before the voters for con- 
sideration except city matters and 
public attention will be focused on 
city affairs. 


"At the November elections na- 


tional and state matters demand at- 
tention andvthe voters cannot and 
wii: not give to city questions the 
consideration they should have. oFr 
this very reason city elections were 
many years ago changed from No- 
vember to May and no sane person 
ever proposed to change back again. 


"In the present case even It the 


city administration had given 
us 
the facts to which we were entitled 
weeks ago still they would not have 
received the attention at the No- 
vember election they ought.to re- 
ceive. I do not believe that the city 
administration 
is trying to 
put 


something over on the p'.iblic )mt 
one can not help remarking that; 
they have innocently put themselves; 
in that attitude. First by submit- 
ting these city'taxaation prob'ems 
a a national and state election in- 
stead of city election, especially in 
view of the fact that the desired in- 
crease would be available at exact- 
ly the same time. And secondly by 
withholding from the voters a state- 
ment of the reasons which make the 
increase necessary—not generalities i 
—but.a proposed 
budget showing! 


.lust what will be done with the 
money provided the money is grant- j 
ed."I therefore submit that the onlyi 
safe course for the electorate to fol-.• 
low under - the

stances is this—vote • down all the

proposed taxation amendments. Noti 
because they are necessarily- wrong, j 
but because we do not now know 1 
what is ch right thing to do.

"These amendments should be 


passed upon by the voters only af- 
ter a thorough knowledge and ful'. 
discussion of the facts. That is the 
only way intelligent action is pos- 
sible.. After this election is over letj 
the .city council re-submit the.se 
propositions together with a 
full 
statement of the reasons and items 
of expenditure which make the in- 
crases necssary. Then the voters 
will have the entire winter to in- 
vestigate and discuss the proposals. 
And when they arefully informed 
their votes will be an intelligent .de- 
cision. 


"If the council should refuse be- 


cause 'of peeve or? other reason to 
submit the propositions then let a 
committee of'citizens take the mat- 
ter in hand and after, an investisy 
ation of the needs of the city make 
suitable recommendations and sub- 
mit by petition whatever proposals 
may seem to them proper and nec- 
essary to be acted upon by the vot- 
ers at the spring election. 
"By adopting this procedure there 


is not the slightest possibility that 
any interest of the city will suffer 
because of the defeat at this elec- 
tion o f . all the proposed taxation 
amendments. 
"This reason,alone is a sufficient 
reason for every voter to vote no 
on all the amendments."

Wayne Normal Saves $30,000 By Building 


New Structure On "Do It Yourself" Plan 


The new training school at Wayne normal Was built at considerably less cost than the advance esti- 
mate gave, owing to an unusual plan carried out in its construction... It cares for all the departments of the 
training school, and is one of the finest buildings owned by the state on any normal school camps. 


A new training school building 


has been erected on the Wayne 
normal campus. 


It's a unique building, not in ap- 


pearance, not in practicability, and 
not in construction, but unique in 
the' manner of its erection. 
It's 


more or less of" a home product, but 
a home made 
project that has 


turned out unusually well. 


In fact, the new training school 


building at Wayne is one of the 
Best on any normal school campus 


in Nebraska. 
•' 


This building, upon which work 


was begun in the summer of 1925, 
is 15C feet long, 6S feet wide, and 
three stories in 
height, with a. 


basement having a ten foot clear- 
ance. It can accommodate 300 chil- 
dren and teachers 
in 
the "ten 


grades of the training school. The 
new structure also has two large 
rooms for the department of educa- 
tion, a small gymnasium, a storage 
room, and a play room. 


In the construction • of the buil- 


ding, the wails are built of solid 
brick, no hollow tile being used. 
The face brick matches the brick 
used in the other buildings on the 
camus, which were- 
built by the 


state, and it has Bedford stone 
trim. 
All of the corridors have 


terrazzo floors and a tcrrazzo base. 
Above the base there is a wains- 
coting four feet high made of pink 
Tennessee marble.

ments at the normal schools, ami 
the normal board 
gave $100,000 


each to Wayne, Kearney and Chad- 
ron for jbulldlngs. 
The training 


school at Wayne had 
long been 


needed, and President Conn secured 
permission to use $30,000 that had 
accumulated in the 
cash fund for 


the building construction. The nor- 
mal estimated that 
it hud $5,000 


left from the general maintenance 
fund, which is used for general pur- 
poses, although this sum later was 
found to amount to $S,GOO. 


Under these conditions, the funds 


available amounted^ to $135,000, and 
the building cost was estimated in 
advance as $135.000 to J140.000. It 
was thought that it the building 
exceeded the former estimate, tho 
remainder could be met .from tin- 
current maintenance fund by re- .. 
ducing expenditures 
in some de- 


partments. 


President Conn decided upon his 


plan. 
He called i upon 
Professor 


Huntemer. a practical educator who 
understood the needs of a training 
school, to act as architect and con- 
tractor. He drew the plans for the 
structure, and then superintended 
the conseructlon, working six days 
a week as long hours as the work- 
men labored. 
From June 1. !!>;». 


until the opening of the present 
semester, when the 
building was 


opened for classes, Professor Hune- 
mer was relieved of all teachitis 
duties, and devoted all of his thru- 
to the building program. 


The regular employes of the nor- 


mal did a large share of the work. 


The metal work on the roof was, 


done on contract. 
The cut stone 


and the installation of the' terrazzo 
floors and marble work for wains- 
coating were also contract jobs. 


The total cb«t of the new Wayne 


normal training school building Is 
$109.221.48. 
Of that sum, the cost 


of labor was $30.053.73. and of ma- 
terial and contracts .$79,167.75. 


With the 
construction 
of the 


building costing 
about 
$109,000. 


President Conn 
has 
the $30.000 


which he saved during the past fe.w 
years yet in the treasury. The ex- 
tra $9,000 above the legislative ap- 
propriation of $100,000 was largely 
met from the money left in the 
general maintenance fund left from 
the previous biennium. 


That $30,000, which is increasing 


all the time, has been saved for 
another day. President Conn hopes 
to secure permission from the next 
legislature to enlarge and improve 
the dormitories of the normal.

BARRISTER BLAMES THE LAWYERS. 


AVhat Judge Marcus Kavanaugh of Chicago told 


the Federation of Women's clubs Thursday evening 
in reg'ard to the prevalence of crime in the 
United 


States is worth taking to heart Few men have had 
a better opporunity than he to 
observe criminals 


and their ways, and to' detect the underlying evils 
of our system of handling them. 


Judge Kavanaugh did not spare Tiis own^profession 


in fixing the responsibility for the appulling record 
of homicides in this country every year, most -if 
which go unpunished. He blames lawyers, directly 
and specifically, first for enacting statutes that make 
it difficult to convict criminals, and second for re- 
sorting to technicalities and subterfuges in practice 
before the courts to keep their clients from suffer- 
ing'the just penalties of their acts. 


".Lawyers have made all the laws of the nation 


and the states for 100 years," declared Judge Kava- 
naugh. "During all that time the people have been 
demanding that the laws and administration of jus- 
tice be simplified; but -we lawyers have refused or 
failed to effect the needed reforms. 
Now we ask: 


'Who is to blame?'" 


The'speaker advised his hearers to stop electing 


so many lawyers to the legislature and to send farm- 
ers, workingmen, bankers, merchants and others in- 
stead. 


It so happens that the city of Lincpln and a por- 


tion of its outlying territory will next Tuesday elect 
six members of the Nebraska legislature—five mem- 
bqrs of the house and one senator. 


On the republican ticket, every one of these legis-t 


lative candidates is a lawyer. Opposed to these men 
in several districts, on the democratic ticket, arc 
laboring men, business men, and in one case a farm - 
er. 
Only one of the six democratic nominees is an 


attorney. If the republicans are elected Lincoln will 
again have unanimous lawyer representation in tho 
state assembly. Election of the democratic nominees 
will assure this community of having spokesmen for 
its interests who can look at ,things from other 
than a lawyer's viewpoint. 


Are Lincoln's citizens going to walk blindly to tha 


ballot box and send six lawyers to tho legislature? 


If they do, tho advice given by Judge Kavanaugh, 


himself a national leader in the legal profession, will 
have gone for naught. , ,, 


MAKING THE PRISONER PAY. 


Making convicts pay for their misdeeds has been 


a puzzler for judges and laymen since the year one 
and earlier. 


They've tried beating him, starving him, imprison- 


ing him, killing nun and just plain torture. Some 
of these methods are still in use but serious faults 
have been found with all. For tbc idea has crept 
in that while making a man pay, society should mould 
lim into something else than a confirmed criminal. 


Now one hears of a scheme designed not only, to 


reform the prisoners but to make them pay in actual 
dollars and cents for the trouble taken by the state. 


William G. Shepherd, prison reform writer of New 


York, is proposing the plan. Penitentiaries arc being 
.urned into pleasure resorts, he contends, with idle- 
ness more the rule than'the exception. Some warden^ 
actually provide luxuries for the convicts ^\hose fami- 
ics arc in dire need. 


Under hig plan, a convict would be sentenced to 


earn a certain amount of money in prison labor. O-it 
of his earnings, ho would pay for board and lodging. 
The parole scandal would be done awav with. Shep- 
lerd asserts, and a man's fate in prison would be -t. 
lis own hands. After he had learned how to work, 


would be far more ready to'.take his place in 


society than is the prisoner of today. 


The scheme seems to have merit and should be giv- 


en a tryout someplace. But that tryout should be 
thorough before the plain is widely adopted for as 
nany bungles have been made in penal innovations 
as in any other type of reform.

trial, Miss Pope testified that she 
had agreecTwith several McClintock 
cousins not mentioned In the will 
on an attempt to break it. She 
would share "fifty-fifty" with the'm, 
she said. 


McClintock 'died of typhoid fever 
and the state contended in the mur- 
der trial that Shepherd had admin- 
istered typhoid germs soon after

The nurse thought only of her 
hospital at Kara Kilissa, four miles 
distant, where she' had left scores 
of crippled patients.. She junvped 
into an automobile and 
speeded 
across the broken road. She reached 
the hospital to find it partly in 
ruins. "Against the • entreaties 
of 
her companions she ran into the 
crumbling buildings and with the 
help of natives dragged out the ter- 
rified patients until all were re- 
moved. 
Then, learning that an Armenian 
nurse, still, remained 
within the 
totteririg walls', she returned and 
carried her stricken Armenian as- 
sistant to the 
threshhold of the 


building and fell to the ground as 
Jhe third tquake levelled it to the 
ground. 
Miraculously 
she , escaped 
the 
falling debris, but her sister nurse 
was seriously injured.

"quake thirteen children were born 
and Miss Steiger is now caring for 
them in her clinic.
